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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the path "which substantially eliminates 
deadlegs in said valve assembly" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claims 1,11. 
No new matter should be entered. The flow paths each appear to have two major deadlegs (the 
part of the path that leads to the other two valves bordering each chamber). 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1.71(a)-(c): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the manner and 
process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or discovery appertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and use the same. 

(b) The specification must set forth the precise invention for which a patent is solicited, in such manner as 
to distinguish it from other inventions and from what is old. It must describe completely a specific embodiment 
of the process, machine, manufacture, composition of matter or improvement invented, and must explain the 
mode of operation or principle whenever applicable. The best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention must be set forth. 

(c) In the case of an improvement, the specification must particularly point out the part or parts of the 
process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter to which the improvement relates, and the description 
should be confined to the specific improvement and to such parts as necessarily cooperate with it or as may be 
necessary to a complete understanding or description of it. 



The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 because it fails to adequately teach the 
invention as claimed. The specification states that the invention eliminates dead legs from the 
system. This is not understood. For example, if the desired path is from port 50 to port 56, it 
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would appear that channel between valve seat 70 and port 50 is a dead leg, as well as the channel 
between port 50 and seat 78. Clarification is necessary. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph for the reasons set forth in 
the objection to the specification. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over 
claims 1-16 of U. S. Patent No. 5,906,223 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend 
the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the patent and is 
covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, as 
follows: both claim the entire diverter assembly and associated valves. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from presenting 
claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of the application 
which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). 
See also MPEP § 804. 

It should be noted that the examiner was unable to determine if a restriction requirement 
was made in the parent. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 6, and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Jones. 
Jones shows 5 diverter valves in a device with at least one inlet, one outlet, and three other ports. 
Each valve has a manual actuator 19 and a bonnet 17. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Russo shows a multiway valve means with a chromatograph. Miller is similar to 
Jones.
